a. Soviet Media have represented the Preaideat'e speech 
as an unsuccessful attempt to Justify to a critical world 
public the Baited states* ^provocative" policy of espionage 
against the USSR. The ftresident’s d^laration of responsibility 
for intelligeac© operations is played up in TA8S*s 750-word ac- 
count of the speech, which wss first transmitted to the Soviet 
press on 20 Ray and has now been read twice in the home service 
and published in Motwow pap^s. The sccount disparagingly ack- 
nowledges the lh‘Mldest*s "professions" of an "intention to 
maintain businesslike relations" with the BBSR, Soviet home 
service commentatcurs so far have said little about the speech 
eacept to denounce it briefly as an effort to "Justify espionage." 
Ambassador Lodge’s 23 May Security Council speech was reported 
in brief, distorted form by TASS, i«AVDA, and the home service.

b. IISM, advises that the first ten minutes of V0A*s 
broadcast of the President* a speech in Hussian got through 
without interference, lait the rest of that brimdcast and all 
rebrcmdcasts in USSR languages were coi^letely blanketed. 
Jamming of ¥CA*s three Russian-language broadcasts giving tea- 
minute excerpts of the Lodge speeeh was only isirtially effec- 
tive: A few minutes of the first broadcast got through; the 

second broadcast was isLmmti completely; the third was not 
dammed at all, A short VGA summary in Ihissian of Lodge* s 
memorandum on Soviet es{dimage was totally blanketed. Seven- 
minute excerpts of yesterday* s debate, which has 
been hroadcastii^ today in Soviet languages, have been com- 
pletely blanked out. Cit should be noted that Inglish-speak- 
ing Eussians could have heard VQA»s live relays of the J^esi- 
dent*s speech and the O.H, debates; these were not jammed.) 
Jamming of VQA*s total output to the USSR has been selective.

Sadio Idtmttf reports that 5 to 20 
percent of these broadcasts got thrmigh to rural ari»s, but 

that the pre^raas were very largely unintelligible in the cities. 

d. EfE— which only broadcasts to the European Satellites— 
reports tliat Jaasusrs aissed the first five ainutes of its live 
and slaultaneous broadcasts of the President's speech to Bxst<» 
ern Ear ope. The broadcasts were interspersed idth patched-in 
translations in satellite languages. Rfl had b^(un broadcast- 
ing advance announcMients of the speech hours before it began 
at 1:00 a. a. East itaropean time. Despite this advance notice, 
RPE believes it caught the Jaaaers napping because Jaaaing 

i«s only 50 percent as intense as usual. Of 14 BS!E br<»dcasts 
iK>nit(»red in Berlin, only one was totally obliterated; nine 
caae through with good intelligibility.
